notbiug about cruelty, llao farmer might con- 
sistently substitute food for the material and 
labor necessary to provide sufficient shelter 
forelock during Winter, when tho cropa 
are abundant and cheap; but considering 
tho present scarcity nud high prices prevail- 
ing for the uecissary food to carry stock 
through the Winter ia * proper condition, it 
will,to say tho letwt.be a great waste. Would 
it be policy for a skillful mechanic to leave 
his dwelling full of crevices, when tho deft- 
ness of his own handa could so easily make 
it a perfect barrier to the drifting snows of 
\Vinler, wh«n food, clothing and fuel are so 
scarce aud dear ? 
Is it not better to 


economize all these articles by deluding 
tho bitter winds, than to undertake to warm 
the endless currcutn which may com* from 
the ethero.il depths of space ? The same 
economy may be practiced in the cnro of 
stock, with as good results as .that in tho 
care of tho household. Though we are in 
the midst of Winter, oil buildings aud sheets 
should not only be kept in repair, but, if 
need be, now ones built to afford the fullest 
protection to all farm stock; for as tho Win- 
ter advances, any losses sufimined become 
intensified from the food and caro previous- 
ly bestowed. Stock-raising, perhaps, pays 
better than almost any other branch of agri- 
culture, but the margin of great profits is in 
fitvor of the man only who understands his 
business and pursues it, by giring his stock 
the best of cnro. 
Any on« studying bur 


market reports cau see nt ouco the lack of 
competition among the producers of this 
kind of Ktoek. 
To improve this state of 


thing*, farmers must not only eelect better 
breeds, but put more thought into the proper 
selection and preparation of food, nnd afford 
bettor protection from driving winds arid 
storms.
